ATLANTIC FOREIGN 
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PAPER FOR THE PRESS | 
MADE FROM STRAW 


The entire edition of one of the 
leading morning papers of London 
was recently printed. upon paper 
made of straw and from every 
standpoint the experiment was re- 
garded as a success. This has 

done in the way of laboratory ex- 
periment for some time, but the 
quality of the paper Was not sat- 
isfactory on account of its brittle 
quality, This has been overcome 
by the De Vaine process, which 
was recently perfected in France 
and which is said to have brought 
the art to a practical place and 
which it is said will be largely 
made use of in Canada. The rap- 
idly depleting pulp-wood forests 
of that country have deen for 
some time a cause of alarm. The 
resources there were at one time 
thought to be limitless, but they 
have been drawn upon so heavily 
that the end is said to be in 
sight. Great quantities of this wood 
have been cut to satisfy the de- 
mands of the United States and 
other countries. At the same time 
great piles of straw have been 
destroyed annually in the wheat 
country of the western part of 
Canada because no use could be 
found for it. The utilization of this 
new process seems to solve both 
problems. The forests will be saved. 
and the mountains of straw will 
be a source of income to growers 
instead of a burden. Tests of the 


fuel for 


new process were made some time 
ago at Edmonton, Alta. with the 
result that large plants &re almost 
sure to be established at no dis- 
tant time throughout Western Can- 
ada. The Canadian Pacific Raflroad 
Company has been conducting sim- 
flar experiments with the straw 
of flax and a high-grade paper 
has been successfully mage in a 
practical manner.

This is the day when the true Amer- 


whether by tradition or historical fact mat- 
ters not, is the accredited birthday of the 
immortal Stars and Stripes. 


The name of Betsy Ross in the popular 
inagination is ineradicably associated with 
the birth of Old Glory. No one at this 
time wishes to rob the young Philadelphia 
widow of an ſota of the fame tradition has 
conferred on her for the part she played 
in the Arch-street upholstery shop on that 
historic June day of @%6. 

At the same time the actual designer of 
the Stars and Stripes on the best authority 
appears to have been George Washington, 
assisted probably by Robert Morris and 
Col. Ross, an uncle of Betsy’s deceased hus- 
band. If Betsy Ross was the mother, Washb- 
ington was the father of the flag. 

A human and romantic touch is given to 
the scene in the Philadelphia workshop by 
the part played there by the young seam- 
stress. The picture thus presented of the 
great men visiting the little unknown wom- 
an—and learning something from her—is 


destroyed by the fact sifters of history. 

In the Cambridge flag Washington had 
already designed a bunting with thirteen 
stripes to symbolize the United Colonies. 
This was six months before the Declara- 
tion of Independence. This first American 
flag still retained in the canton the crosses 


was decorated with six-pointed stars scat- 
tered irregularly over a blue field. 

This was the flag he brought to Phila- 
delphia and submitted to Betsy Ross's 
skilled fingers. A paragraph from the story 
of that interview supplies the following pic 


“Betsy Ross suggested that 
five pointed, as they would look better than 
‘the six pointed. Gen. Washington agreed, 
but said he thought five-pointed stars were 
harder to make. Whereupon Mrs. 
took a piece of cloth and cut a 
star with one clip of the scissors, 
so easily and so prettily that he 
stantly convinced. There and 
changed the design of the stars 
pointed model.“

ington’s Army Headquarters at Middlebrook 
Heights, N. J., in 1777. But, like our Con- 
stitution, the flag has undergone various 
amendments. 

In the original flag the stars were ar- 
ranged, at Betsy Ross’s suggestion, in a 
circle. When Vermont and Kentucky were 
admitted to the Union, Congress in 1795 
enacted a law providing that the flag “be 
fifteen stripes.” For twenty-three years 
this was the accepted national ensign and 
it was this flag that waved over Fort Mc 
Henry when Francis Scott Key wrote “The 
Star-Spangled Banner.” 

Not till March 4, 1818, was the American 
flag established for all time. On that date 
Congress adopted in the following two sec- 
tions an “Act to Establish the Flag of the 
United States:” | 

(1.) “That from and after the fourth day 
of July next the flag of the United States be 
thirteen horizontal stripes, alternate red 
that the union have twenty 
stars, white in a blue field.” (2.) “That on 
the admission of every new State into the 
Union one star be added to the union of 
the flag; and that such addition shall take 
effect on the Fourth of July next succeed- 
ing such admission.” 

The flag herein defined is the flag of our 
country established beyond amendment or 
modification. Every good citizen honors its 
natal day. Let that honor be made visible 
by flinging it to the breeze from every 
home, every business house, every work- 
shop, every pleasure resort, every public 
building in the land of its birth. Under 
the protection of the things it signifies and 
represents this people has grown in power 
and grace. And those things are the fruits 
of a spirit, not inaptly symbolized by the 
sword of Washington and the scissors of 
Betsy Ross.
